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The name of an author and the title of an article are given in full only once, at the place where the author’s surname appears in the 
alphabetical sequence. The title of a book reviewed will be found in full only where the name of the author appears in the list given under 
the caption “‘Reviews’’. To the titles of articles or subjects (e. g. ‘Agriculture in the Life of Pompeii") the names of the authors are not 
attached ; one can readily find the names by looking up the page or the pages specified. 

In determining the places of certain items in the general alphabetical sequence. or the places of items within a group or a paragraph, 


certain initial words, ‘‘An”’ and ‘‘The’”, ‘‘Der” and ‘‘Die”’, are disregarded.
